of the Chicago Crime commission. 
Johnson prosecuted Al Capone, who 
was sentenced by Wilkerson to 10 
years in the penitentiary and onej 
year in jail for tax evasion. 
' 


Borah would not reveal why John- 


son was being called or what part of 
the Loesch letter the committee 
wanted to question Mm about. 


Loesch said that organized gang- 


dom in Chicago was seeking to re- 
lease Capone through control of pub- 
lic officials and urged confirmation 
of Wilkerson to aid law enforce- 
ment. 


He said rejection of the nomina- 


tion -would be claimed by the crim- 
inal organizations of Chicago as a 
victory. 


In sentencing Capone, Wilkerson 


refused to accept an agreement 
reached between the prosecuting of- 
ficers and counsel for the gangster 
that he should receive a short sen- 
tence in return for a- plea of guilty. 


Wilkerson allowed Capone to with- 


draw his plea of guilty and after 
trial and conviction: ordered him 
sent to the penitentiary for 10 years 
with an additionaryear In. jaiL 


Capone has jiot yet gone to th« 


penitentiary having appealed 
the 


sentence. He is- now in jatt awaiting 
the outcome of his appeal.

TO SUMMON LOESCH 


Chicago—OP)—United States Dis- 


trict Attorney George E. Q- John- 
son, who obtained the Al Capone in- 
come fqir conviction, said today he 
wfll summon Frank J. Loesch, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Crime commis- 
sion, before the federal grand jury 
April 13 to give "any facts he may 
have" linking one of Johnson's as- 
sistants with the Capone syndicate. 


Loesch, an 
80-year-old 
crusader 


against crime, has been vigorously 
supporting the nomination of feder- 
al Judge James H. Wilkerson, who 
sentenced Capone, to the 
circuit 


court of appeals here. He recently 
wrote to Senator William E. Borah 
of Idaho, that William Parrillo, one 
of Johnson's assistants and a can- 
didate for Republican war commit- 
teeman here, is a "known partisan 
of Capone." 


April 13 is one day after the elec- 


tion primaries here. Johnson's state- 
ment recalled that fact. It said Par- 
rilio's work had been "creditable and 
satisfactory "for years, that he had 
"never heard from ilr. Loesch" on 
the charges, and that he had "al- 
ways brought anyone who made 
statements reflecting on the conduct 
of assistants before the grand jury." 


Parrillo conferred with Johnson 


and then said, "Mr. Loesch's state- 
ment will not go unchallenged." He 
has been in charge of the federal in- 
junction department for the past 
year.

Marooned Fishermen Again 


Rescued from Lake Win- 


nebago Break-up 


Oshkosfa—GW—The second warn- 


ing within a week that ice fishing on 
Lake Wmnebago is a hazardous 
business when spring breezes start. 
to blow was impressed today on 
about 30 men who were marooned 
for several hours in the 
latest 


break-up of ice. 


A strong west wind, accompanied 


by jswirling snow, opened a fissure 
five miles long in the shore ice at 
Fahraey's point, six miles south of 
here, late yesterday. Rolling waves 
quickly battered the huge sheets of 
Jce into smaller floes which scuttled 
out into the lake. 


When the dangerous position of 


the stranded fishermen was noted, 
a lone boatman started off to rescue 
thesn from the ice pack. Spectators 
on the shore reported one of the fish- 
ermen nonchalantly .pedaled a bi- 
cycle around on the ice floe during 
the rescue. 


The last of the men was brought 


to shore in a large boat sent to the 
scene by the Oshkosh bridge depart- 
ment. William Koepke, in charge of 
the rescue squad, said the ice was 
breaking up rapidly in the waves 
when the last trip was made.

Extortion Letters Received 


by Prominent Persons 


in Washington 


Washington—(A1)—A police guard 


was removed from the home of Mrs 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth today at 
her request but there was no let-up 
in the watch over the home of Sir 
Wilhnott Levils, "Washington corre- 
spondent of the London Times, nor 
in the search for the sender of ex- 
tortion rotes to them. 


While- the notes to the \\;dow of 


the former speaker of the house did 
not contain a direct threat against 
her daughter, Paulina, the child is 
besng kept under constant \\atch. 


The letters to Sir Willmott were 


more direct. They demanded $1.500 
and threatened h!s five jear old son, 
Willmott, Jr, :f the money were not 
paid. 


Police said a do^cn other promi- 


nent persons in the capital had been 
threatened by similar letters in re- 
cent \\eeks. 


Police, however, predicted an earlj 


arrest. They were -working on the 
theory that one man -was responsible 
for several if not all of the thieats. 
which involved promise of kidnaping 
Sir Wilmott's joung- son unless Sl,- 
500 -were paid. 


A police guard was placed at his 


home, and detectives also are watch- 
ing Mrs. Longworth's. She too t\as 
told to pay $1,500 but Paulina, her 
7-year old daughter, -was not threat- 
ened directly. Definite Instructions 
were received by her twice as to how 
to pay the money. An agent follow- 
ed the instructions, driving slowly 
in a taxi by the chosen spot for de- 
positing the amount, but the prom- 
ised signal from the extortionist did 
not develop, and the affair 
fell 


through. 


Threats By Phone 


The Lewis case bothered police 


most as the threats have been direct 
and to the point, with two letters 
and a telephone call. The notes in 
this and the Longworth case were 
taken to the bureau of standards for 
a comparison to determine whether 
one person was responsible for both 


In the case of Ben Ljon, a note 


demanding $500 and threatening the 
safety of his child was received by 
him recently while at a local hotel 
with his -Rife, Bebe Daniels. 
The 


child was in California. The letter 
was signed A. A. Carpenter, and re- 
quested an answer in care of general 
delivery. A trap at the 
postoffice 


failed to catch anyone, however. 


This note and several others, po- 


lice believe, were the 
work 
of 


cranks. They would not disclose the 
information which led them to ex- 
pect an arrest in the two important 
cases.

In Tests By Anatomists

that Hving nerves can be switched 
like telegraph wires was presented 
to the American Association of An- 
atomists meeting here today. 


If the nerve naturally controlling 


a. muscle is destroyed, another nerve 
can be substituted by operation, and 
will operate the muscle very weH.

university in the Osborn zoological 
laboratory.

In experiments- on rats at Tale 


the nerves controlling

nerves from the hind legs. At tint 
the disconnected 
front legs were 


virtaaUy paralyzed—out of control. 
As the new nerve line strengthened 
the rat learned to use it to send sig- 
nals to his fore legs. Some ««fc»iyia 
regained virtuallv f uH control of the 
legs. 


A surprising feature is that these 
rats send the messages 
to move 


their front tegs right through the 
hind leg nerve 
^*amnHff 
without 


seemingly confusing the rear mem- 
bers. 


The value of rats for these experi- 


ments lie in the opportunity to dis- 
cover whether the signals are leak- 
ing- to tbe front legs through some 
unsuspected nerve channels. Rigor-

The outstanding difference, how- 


ever, is that Mr. Hoover needed to 
get only a majority of the delegates 
while Mr. Roose\e!t must have two- 
thirds.

THE SENATOR'S PROGRAM 
Two things" stand -out from the ad- 


dress-Senator LaFollette is making, 
one his proposal to have the govern- 
ment raise 5% billions by a bond issue 
to finance "the-expansion of federal, 
state, county and municipal public 
works programs," and the second, his 
opposition to a sales tax. 


Concerning the bond issue it should 


be admitted freely enough that no one 
can be very sure of what would hap- 
pen down the road were this proposal 
acted upon. Would it provide work 
"directly and indirectly to 4*4 million 
people" as the senator estimates? Our 
own experience in Wisconsin in whip- 
ping up matters of public improvement 
to keep men employed was not very 
satisfactory, that is the number em- 
ployed did not reach expectations. And 
so the senator's estimate must be tak- 
en with considerable salt. 


One of the objections to the bond 


issue plan is that it sounds too easy. 
Ordinarily the better plan in almost 
all human difficulties is to pursue the 
harder course and one that will make 
us realize more pointedly the gravity 
in the situation, because it is large!}' 
of our own making. If we live high 
and carelessly we must expect to pay 
high bills and must learn to liquidate 
them without making -wry faces. 


The comparison of an individual un- 


der similar conditions with his govern- 
ment generally holds true, for there is 
little mysterious about the govern- 
ment any more than about the individ- 
ual. 


Would it be a good plan for a man. 


faced with a cut income to greatly in- 
crease his expenses even if he had to 
mortgage his home to do so? .Or 
would it be a better plan to cut his ex- 
penses and get along on less, however 
difficult the experience, until condi- 
tions justified the" Increase" of his ex- 
penses?

In relation to the sales tax the sen- 


ator urges an increase in income and 
inheritance taxes but he does not meet 
the fact that even such an increase will 
not produce enough to balance the 
budget. It is one-thing to deplore the 
sales tax but no one may do so suc- 
cessfully without suggesting some- 
thing better to take its place. 


In saying that our country is pass- 


ing through one of the most serious 
crises in its history is but to repeat 
an expression that is becoming trite. 


But how to face that serious situa- 


tion and how to conduct our affairs so 
that the medicine applied will not be 
more hurtful than the illness is a prob- 
lem that opens up so many avenues 
upon which minds can reasonably dif- 
fer that we should not hasten pell- 
mell to a conclusion.

The 
danger in such a program is that it 
may do more harm to ourselves than 
to the wealthy. 


What we need is a just measure, 


fair to all parties. To arrive at that 
desired conclusion is-not easy. But we 
must ever remember that injustice does 
more ultimate harm to those who in- 
flict it than to those who immediately 
suffer by it.

taxpayer- has not been against paying 
his share. It has been against a sys- 
tem that takes his money because he 
is in the minority and throws a lot of 
It away, and all this with the support 
of a majority which too often looks the 
other way just because it is not hurt 
directly. 


It is unfortunate when we are in 


need that we cannot turn back to the 
glorious days of childhood and put into 
practice that poem whose every verse 
ended with the helpful sentence: "Oh 
I will then, said the little red hen." 


We haven't any little red hen, but 


we have a great government and a re- 
markable civilization, and while no 
one wants to pay more to support 
that government than is necessary none 
of us should permit our greed to run 
away with our better judgment. -

OF TONSILS 


A teacher in one of the leading 


medical schools, with long experi- 
ence in private and clinic practice, 
writes: 
I note what you quote about 


season and weather 
affecting 


the size of the tonsils. How long 
is it going to take the profes- 
sion to learn that the tonsils 
vary greatly in size from time to 
time an* can enlarge over night 
. . . There are three classes of 
tonsils. Namely what we gen- 
erally regard as normal tonsils; 
the hypertrophied 
(with new 


tissue but not disease), and in- 
fected tonsils. Infected tonsils 
constitute approximately 2 per 
cent, of. aH we examine. 


The confusion between simply 


swollen tonsils and hypertrophi- 
ed tonsils is almost constant... 


and-that confusion is a. large factor 
in the tonsilleetomy scandal. 


Even a good physician cant tell 


oy the appearance of the tonsils 
•whether they axe just swollen, 
hypertrophied or infected. In order 
o make an accurate diagnosis the 
physician must feel of the 
tonsil 


with his finger or an instrument 
which conveys a sense of its con- 
sistency. Beware the tin. doctor who 
decides tonsils or adenoids 
must 


:ome out without troubling to make 
such an examination. 


The tonsillectomy scandal is fad- 


ng from our national consciousness 
now, but here and there the people 
are so benighted that nurses or oth- 


uncualifled assistants can go out 


and round up truckloads or bus- 
oads of children and run 'em thru 
the clinic to have the tonsils and 
hypothetical 
adenoids 
removed 


•wholesale by the tyros who haunt 
such places seeking opportunity to 
get a. bit of experience or mayhap 
an occasional fee. 


Altho the medical profession no-w- 
akes -a more- conservative view of 
onsils than in the past, we are by 
no means relinquishing the principle 
that the successful treatment in 
many cases of chronic arthritis and 
>ther troubles demands the removal 
>f a focus, or nidus of infection in 
the tonsils. This is not a theory, 
iut a. welt established principle of 
good sound practice. 


Tbe removal, destruction, steriliza- 


tion or disinfection of such an in- 
ected- area in the tonsil is not neces- 
sarily a. major operation, however. 
Modern refinements 
of skill 
and 


'quipment enable the well trained 
thysician to eradicate such focus of 
afection in the tonsil without sub- 
ecting the patient to hospitalization 
>r even to grave hazard. The meth- 
>d which makes this possible is call- 
d diathermy or electro-coagulation, 
t is the method I should choose for 
myself if I were 
suffering from 


aiiy chronic disease due to focal in- 
fection in the tonsils.

the Wisconsin Statutes, popularly 
known as the Sunday Blue Law, be 
repealed." 


The average voter unless suffi- 


ciently interested, will not Snow or 
take tie trouble to inform himself 
as ta just vrhai; he is voting on. 
This communication is intended, to 
tell the citizens just what it is all 
about. 


TTnaer the present law, no person 


shall keep open his shop, warehouse 
or- workshop, or shall do any man- 
ner of labor, business or work, ex- 
cept only -works of necessity and 
charity. 


So far so good. "We all cherish 


our Sunday too much to keep open 
our shops or to do any work on the 
first day of the week (Sunday) un- 
less we have to and then we deem 
ourselves the best judges of whether 
or not we deem it necessary or char- 
itable. 


Here is the part that concerns the 


average citizen—"Or be present at 
any dancing or public diversion, 
snow or entertainment, or take part 
ia any sport, game or play on the 
first day of the vreek, (Sunday)." 


If. we dance on Sunday, go TO a 


picnic or band concert, go to a~ 
movie, theatre or concert; if v/e 
play baseball, golf, race, motor or 
sail boats, play croquet, play tag 
or drop the handkerchief either as a 
participant or a spectator, we may 
Tinder the present law, which an 
attempt is now being made to re- 
peal, be subject to being haled into 
court and being fined S10.00 and the 
costs of the action amounting to 
from S3.00 to $5.00 more.

Specialty gardens are those that 


are out of balance when compared 
with the average. They usually are 
the result of some special prefer- 
ence of a consequence of special 
conditions. 


The first 
of the rock gardens 


probably grew out of a desire to 
transform and beautuj- rocky sites 
not suitable for more conventional 
gardens. Rock gardens are now al- 
most in the fad stage, and in some 
instances have been developed with 
less of an eye to beauty than to 
current vogue. Nevertheless, they 
are teaching' 
valuable lessons in 


plant, management and soil modifi- 
cations and when some of the less 
ornamental rock- piles have been 
cleared away to permit the pursuit 
of still another fad, the gardens of 
America will surely have benefited 
by the introduction of many 
new 


plants and varieties. 


Other specialty 
gardens 
result 


from marked preference for 
and 


admira-ion of a certain flower, fam- 
ily of flowers, or colors of flowers. 
Rose, iris, peony, dahl".a, chrysan- 
themums, lily, tulip, and dephini- 
um gardens are familiar. Sometimes 
these are developed to the exclus'on 
o! other plants. Some of the most 
charming gardens, however, develop 
a considerable collection 
of a fa- 


vorite variety and arrange the rest 
of the garden to supplement and in- 
tensify the beauty of the favorites. 


The Personal Touch 


Some gardeners plan specifically 


for a long and continuous season 
of bloom, and make a point of cav- 
ing no day in the season without 
fresh bloom. Still others favor the 
"blue garden," including only flow- 
ers in harmonious shades of blue. 


or perhaps the "bright or -white" 
garden with i>ni!:ant reds and yel- 
lows set with borders of white blos- 
soir-s. 


Almost any of the specialty gar- 


dens, if they are to prove success- 
ful, cail for 
progressive develop- 


ment as the gardener learns by ex- 
perience and comes to know his 
plant, material more intimately. 


There arc other specialties that 


are en:orced by condiiions 
wh'ch 


the gardener is unable to modify. 
His soil may bft poor, and until he 
can improve it he must depend on 
the relatively few varieties which 
thrive in poor soil, some doing e\en 
better than they would in rich loam. | 
Some or these are love-lies-bleeding:, 
princes-leather, Joseph's-coat, Cape- 
marigold, godetia, dwarf nasturtium, 
portulaca, grass-ink, sweet alyssum. 
garden balsam 
and 
calliopsis, as 


well as a considerable number of 
perennials and rock garden plants. 


Flowers for Shade 


Particularly in the cities many 


gardeners labor under the handicap 
of north exposure and 
restricted 


sunlight for the garden. Even here 
gardening is by no means impos- 
sible. By catering 
to the soil re- 


quirements of plants that will bloom j 
in partial or heavy shade the gar- 
dener may develop attractive dis- 
plays and enjoy perhaps greater 
satisfact'on than 
some 
gardeners 


whose plots are brilliantly lighted. 


Of tee perennials there are the 


tuberous begonias, 
coral-bells or 


heuchera, several of the Dutch bubs, 
some of the varieties of Japanese 
iris, mallows, violets, dog-tooth vio- 
lets, the hardy orchids, and others. 
Some of the annuals that thrive in 
partial share are: 
basket-flower, 


sweet-stJtaa, clarkia, platy-codon, 
godetia, 
Drammon phlox, pansy, 


sweet alyssum, lupine, and forget- 
me-not.

thing about this dangerous hoarding, 
however, one turns to consideration 
of the Postal Savings System—offi- 
cially referred to as "a refuge of 
the timid." In other words, postal 
savings is considered the hoarder's 
haven. There is always a rush to it 
In times of depression and doubt, 
which is why an the last 30 months 
the number of postal 
savings de- 


positors has increased from 417,009 
to 1.117,000 and deposits have jump- 
ed from 1154,000.000 to $596,000,000. 


"The faith of the United States of 


America is solemnly pledged to ths 
payment of deposits with accured 
savings deposit certificates, which, 
one receives in lieu of a bankbook: 
and- come in denominations of from 


to $500, give the depositor that 


iron-clad assurance. 


But, although the federal govern- 


ment thus guarantees the deposit, 
interest is paid at the rate of only 
2 per cent. 
* * • 


Money hidden in the old sock or 


in the mattress is always the- 
oretically in danger and draws no 
interest. Some people go crazy wor- 
rying about it. 
But the reason 


postal savings deposits are now con- 
sidred vastly preferable to hoard- 
ings, from the broad national pa- 
friotic viewpoint advanced by Hoo- 
ver, is that the government loans 
the deposited money to the banks, 
which instead of their ordinary 
rate of interest on savings deposits, 
only have to pay the government 
2§ per cent for its use. Thus the 
money gets back into the credit 
system. 


Banks in 
the- community have 


first call on such money. For col- 
lateral they must furnish, bonds sup- 
ported by taxing power or bonds 
authorized by acts of Congress. 


Postal savings records show that 


the system has received old, worn, 
smelly, tattered, greasy, stained or 
rusty money drawn, from such for- 
mer repositories as hollow trees, 
jugs, well bottoms, mattresses, cab- 
bage patches, flower pots, and bars, 
sugar bowls and cigar boxes. 


Some persons travel with, thou- 


sands of dollars sewn in their cloth- 
es. Others stay indoors for years, 
fearing to leave the house in which, 
they keep a lifetime's savings. On& 
man kept his hoard in a. horse col- 
lar, but one day he found his horse 
eating the collar—and dashes to the 
post office. 


About 7500 post offices accept sav- 


ings deposits and the maximum de- 
posit allowed is §25,000, although 
each six months deposits may bs 
converted into equally safe postal 
savings 2* per cent bonds.

$5000, but bankers have just per- 
suaded a. subcommittee of the House 
post office committee to turn down, 
such proposals.

N u m b e r of Corporations 
Show Greater 1931 Earn- 


Than in 1930

There is still a considerable body of 
American corporations able to show 
a satisfactory earning capacity dur- 
ing a period of depression. AB the 
complete figures of resu'-ts for 1931 
are prepared and made available for 
public review, it becomes apparent 
that in T"»«y industrial and public 
utility companies therw I» an aston- 
ishing vitality and a prospect for 
maintenance for some time to come 
of present dividend payments. 


One list that has just been pre- 


pared by a prominent banking house 
includes 85 corporations which show 
a higher net revenue last year than 
in 1930. The total net of these com- 
panies in 1931 was approximately 
$350,000,000 compared with slightly 
lew than $300,000,000 In the year 
previous. It included about 30 whose 
shares are listed on the New Tprk 
stock exchange and are there active- 
ly dealt in from day to day. 
The significant feature of this an- 


alysis is the gain in net earnings 
per share over that in what would 
now be called the fairly prosperous 
year of 1903. The average net per 
share of the 85 companies last year 
•was 6.75 per cent. In 1930 it was 
5.95 per cent, 


Utilities look Best 


There were ten companies show- 


ing earnings on their stocks last 
year that were not able to reveal 
any profit remaining to the credit of 
their stock in the preceding year. 
- An additional gain should be credit- 
ited to the fact that, in a number of 
instances, there were more shares of 
specific concerns outstanding in 1931 
than in 1930, so the comparison is 
even more favorable than it appears 
at first glance. In the list there is 
only one conspicuous railroad which 
enjoyed more prosperity last year 
than in 1330. In general it may be 
said that the best exhibit was by 
the power and light and telephone 
companies. 
This review supplements figures 


revealed earlier in the month by a 
prominent bank covering the net 
•worth of 900 industrial corporations 
at the end of 1931. This was based 
on returns from practically all kinds 
of manufacturing and distributing 
organizations, including those that 
had suffered a severe reaction in 
their earnings and others that had 
benefited by the shifting- directions 
of trade. Their total net \vorth was 
approximately $18,000,000. The re- 
markable fact was that the net 
•worth of these 900 concerns at the 
end of last December vras only one- 
half of 1 per cent below that of the 
same period in 1930. 


Many comparisons have been 


made between conditions in 1921 and 
in 1931. Some are favoragle; others 
have a reverse trend. In general, 
however, the statistics indicate- the 
more substantial character of cor- 
poration finances today than at the 
height of the last previous panic and 
ar» highly encouraging-. The main 
differences between the two periods 
in the balance sheets of corpora- 
tions are in the reduced bonded debt, 
smaller bank loans, lower invento- 
ries and a much higher proportion 
of cash and marketable securities in 
current assets than at any other 
time in American corporation Ms- 
tory. This is reflected in the tenac- 
ity -with which numerous companies 
have held to a dividend policy, de- 
spite the fact that their earnings 
have been dropping- off month by 
month for nearly two years. 


A third compilation that has just 


been published by New York stock 
exchange firm indicates the contrast 
in the net •working capital of over 
30 corporations whose shares are 
listed en tas -"big board."

FOB ASPEN WOOD 


A m e r i c a n Foresters No 


Longer View This Tree 
With Contempt 


Milwaukee—</W—Xot so long ago 


an aspen tree inspired in the minds 
of American foresters a feeling that 
was almost contempt. 


It was rubbish in the woods. It 


was not much of a tree beside the 
stately hemloch or the -towering 
Norway pine. Its wood was too soft 
for any sturdy use and its leaves 
trembled, as if the Jowly aspen were 
aware of its meanness. 


But the forester has changed his 


attitude toward the aspen. Industry 
has found a thousand uses for the 
tree. At the Milwaukee office of the 
forestry service revolution in feeling 
is so complete that the raw-boned 
outdoorsey men whose life work is 
among the trees, in rtiis Easter sea- 
son are recalling a sentimental leg- 
end. An old story has it that the 
Cross of Christ was made of aspen 
and that ever since the crucifixion 
the aspen leaves have trembled. 


It is estimated that aspen now oc- 


cupies 21.000,000 acres of land in the 
Lake States forest region. It grows 
auickly, so aspen is the first to cov- 
er the denuded hillsides after Ores. 
The numerous fires consequently 
have increased the aspen acreage 
until now it is estimated that in Wis- 
consin it covers 7,000,000 acres, in 
Minnesota 9,000,000 acres and in 
Michigan 5,000,000 acres. 


The -wood is used extensively for 


match making and manufacture of 
excelsior. Ths better grades provide 
finishing material for houses and the 
paper industry has turned to it. In 
paper making- the soft wood is used 
largely as filler for better grades of 
pulp. 


Aspen seeds are so light that it 


takes two or three million to make a 
pound. Consequently they are car- 
ried great distances by wind and 
they germinate almost immediately 
if they fall on moist ground. Trees 
are fast growing and short-lived, sel- 
dom reaching an age of 100 years.

3iade Testing Possible 


Tuberculin testing of cattle, \vhich 


has made the milk supplies of some 
states almost entirely free of tuber- 
culosis, was made possible by Koch's 
discovery, the health service points 
out. This has reduced one dangerous 
source of infection. Better housing, 
food and general health knowledge 
have served as valuable allies m the 
fight. 


Hundreds of thousands of French 


children have been inoculated with 
a vaccine developed by FTeneh. phy- 
sicians which is not a, preventive 
but is believed to increase their re- 
sistance against tuberculosis infec- 
tion. Physicians disagree as to the 
vaccine s value. 


The whole modem idea that bac- 


teria, cause disease is based to a 
large extent on the work of Koch 
He formulated "Koch's postulates," 
four essential steps in establishing 
what germ causes a disease. They 
ares Isolate the germ from a case of 
the disease; grow it m a pure cul- 
ture outside the body; use that cul- 
ture to produce tne same disease in 
an. p.TP'Tnai; recover the same land 
of germ from the sick ajiitnal. These 
steps stai are used m modem bac- 
teriology. 


Koch used this method to find the 


germ of tuberculosis and also that 
of anthrax, a disease that attacks 
both, humans y^ip animals His dis- 
covery of the anthrax germ first 
made Koch famous, and led to his 
later work on tuberculosis and had 
raged for centuries unchecked, fcy 
provmg that its germs can grow 
only in polluted water.

They are fire and waterproof and 
they can be sawed like wood. Al- 
though porous and apparently frag- 
ile, they are remarkably strong. Act- 
ually they weigh one-fifth as much 
as an ordinary brick. 


Years of Study 


Perfecting them has been a tri- 


umph of years of study by Dr. Bur- 
gess. He v.as just 
av.arded the 


Perkin medal for 1932, given by the 
American Section of the Society of 


Chemical Industry for "distinguish- 
ed services in the field of ttptted 
chemistry."
